Profit From Dust. 
There Is a cement plant at River­ 
side. Cal., that was formerly the source 
of great annoyance to the owners of 
tile orange groves nearby because of 
the clouds of cement dust that settled 
on the orange trees. 
The dust also 
proved Injurious to the employees of 
the plant. Those facts and the result­ 
ing lawsuits led the owners to try to 
abate the nuisance by installing an ap­ 
paratus called a precipitator, which 
precipitates the fine dust by electrical 
action before it leaves the exhaust 
stacks. 
The recovered dust particles 
were found to contain potash in the 
form of crystallised salts, a product 
that is so scarce and valuable at the 
present time, when no potash can 
reach us from Germapy, that the Riv­ 
erside company now devotes its entire 
attention to recovering the potash, 
and treats the cement as a by-product. 
The sales of potash pay the entire op­ 
erating cost of the plant and a reason­ 
able profit besides, and the cement, 
now" produced at the rate of 5,000 bar­ 
rels a day, is so much clear gain for 
future sales. 
There Is no Immediate 
market for so much cement; so most 
of it is stored In bulk. 
Thus an ap­ 
paratus Installed to safeguard the 
health of the workers and to abate a 
nuisance has changed the whole char­ 
acter of the industry and become a 
source of unexpected profit.—Youth’* 
Companion.

Be sure to plant a big garden and 
raise everything you need for the fam ­ 
ily to eat. 
Th* n gi t a Home Canner 
and can up enough to do yr ur family 
at least through the winter; you can 
sell all the surplus. 
I want every man 
and all my buy club members to plant 
at least part of his corn in six foot 
rows, with peas bt tween, to help build 
up the soil, anti raise feed for the fam ­ 
ily, and to sell. 
Peas should be plant­ 
ed in the corn in April, 10th to 25th. 
Plant the corn below the level of the 
groan i three or four inches, and cover 
one and half inches, as this is as deep 
as the sun wdl pentrate to germ inate 
the corn. 
Do not plant it on the hard 
furrow, but be sure to leave at least 
one inch or more of loose soil under 
the grains. 
Plant a double stand to be 
sure of a stand. 
In a six-foot row 
drop the grains nine inches apart. 
If you have wire worms or grub 
worms, you had better trea t your seed 
corn. 
(Take a peck of corn at the 
time and wet it with warm water; 
dram oil the w ater and while yet hot 
and wet, take a tablespoon full of gas 
tar, or coal tar, stir until every grain 
is glazed; then if the birds, moles, 
mice or rabbits dig it up, put Paris 
Green or pulverized Lead Arsenic in the 
mixture. 
Spread out and dry before 
planting). 
Plant feU n ta, kaffir, milo and cane, 
where you want seed, in March, so 
that it will make before the sorghum 
midge comes in numbers sufficient to 
destroy the crop. 
Six or seven pounds 
of seed is enough to plant an acre. 
Sudan grass should be planted about 
the 1st of April for hay; plant in rows 
eighteen to twanty-one inches wide,
